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AMS provides $5,000 
for emergency loans

The Alma Mater Society (AMS) has 
donated $5,000 to the emergency loan fund 
for UVic students. 

AMS president Eric Hargreaves and 
vice-president, finance, Douglas Round, 
presented the cheque this week to Nels 
Granewall, manager of the Student Finan¬ 
cial Aid office in University Centre. 

Granewall explained that the fund is 
used to provide interesf-free loans to stu¬ 
dents in short-term financial difficulties. 

“This cheque contributed by and for stu¬ 
dents demonstrates that UVic students are 
responding and caring about the welfare of 
their fellow students,” said Granewall. 

“Our emergency loan fund was becom¬ 
ing depleted and certainly needed this shot 
in the arm.” 

Granewall explained that every year 
without fail students come to the Financial 
Aid Office around the time of final exami¬ 
nations, having run out of money. 

“We review each case individually, lend 
the money on an interest-free basis anc 
with the student work out a plan foi 
repayment.” 

Granewall said students who have diffi 
culty getting by on less than $5,200 for al 
expenses during the academic year, ofter 
wait until the situation is out of control 
before seeking financial help. 

“They come to us flat broke, unable tc 
pay the final month’s rent or having nc 
money for food. We now have about $32,00C 
in our capital fund for emergency loans.” 

There is also an emergency bursary 
fund for students who have financial prob¬ 
lems and no prospect for repaying the 
money. “We are hoping that the emergency 
gift fund being established by the Alumni 
Association will help us in specific emer¬ 
gencies where there is no hope for repay¬ 
ment,” explained Granewall. 

He said students in financial distress 
come to the financial aid office on a regular 
basis during the academic year. Unex¬ 


pected expenses such as emergency tooth 
extractions or broken glasses that need 
replacing crop up. A parent who had 
expected to contribute financially is laid 
off. 

“I have to have some funds at my dispo¬ 
sal to handle emergencies,” said Grane¬ 
wall. “In tight economic times, the pressure 
on these emergency funds increases.” 

Campaign 

continues 

While 225 donors on campus have contrib¬ 
uted $28,749 this year to the UVic United 
Way campaign for Greater Victoria, the 
campus campaign target of $35,000 is still 
some distance away. 

Peter Darling, director of Supply and 
Technical Services, and Bob Savage, per¬ 
sonnel officer, are hoping more donors will 
come forward. 

“The average donation of $127.77 is 
very generous,” says Savage. “We have, 
however, had fewer donors than in 1981 
when we raised $28,096 on campus for the 
United Way.” 

“We always leave the campus campaign 
open,” explains Savage. “If anyone wishes 
to donate and doesn’t have the forms, I can 
deliver them immediately.” 

Savage and Darling point out that in 
past years, when the local economy was 
healthier, donations to the United Way 
came from all segments of the community. 
“Under current circumstances, the cam¬ 
paign is having a very difficult time and 
will be increasingly dependent upon the 
generosity of university employees and 
other survivors.” 

Funds collected during the campaign 
are used to assist 26 local agencies and the 
Canadian Red Cross. For forms and infor¬ 
mation on the campaign, call Darling at 
7019 or Savage at 8090. 


Grant documents await students 

Students have been slow to come to the Student Financial Aid Office in 
University Centre to sign B.C. Government Grunt documents this week and 
the situation worries manager Nels Granewall. 

It’s imperative that students who are financial aid recipients come to this 
office right away and individually sign the grant documents,” said Grane¬ 
wall. “If they don’t get signed we can’t send the documents to the provincial 
government and we won’t have the grant cheques in our office for the first day 
of classes in January.” 

More than 2,000 UVic students are eligible for the grants which provide a 
maximum of $2,000 for single, full-time undergraduate students. 

The documentation for the grants was held up earlier this year while the 
provincial Cabinet discussed the increased demand for financial aid. Finally, 
on Oct. 19, Minister of Education Bill Vander Zalm and Minister of Universi¬ 
ties, Science and Communications Dr. Patrick McGeer announced that the 
province would provide an extra $8.7 million in funding for student aid to 
meet the increase of more than 40 per cent in student aid applications. 

Granewall placed a large advertisement in the student newspaper, the 
Martlet, Nov. 9, asking that financial aid recipients come to the Financial 
Aid Services Office during the week of Nov. 15 to 19 to individually sign the 
grant documents. 

The response, earlier this week was poor and Granewall is asking students 
to come in during the week of Nov. 22 to 26. 

“Because of the enormous volume of paperwork, we are asking students to 
come to the office in an alphabetical sequence,” said Granewall. 

Students with surnames from A to C should come in on Nov. 22; D to H on 
Nov. 23; I to L on Nov. 24; M to R on Nov. 25 and S to Z on Nov. 26. 


Salaries get interim boost 


Compensation Stabilization Commis¬ 
sioner Ed Peck has turned down a proposed 
10-per-cent salary increase for about 750 
UVic faculty members, administrative and 
academic professional staff and specialist- 
instructional staff. 

These employees will receive interim 
general salary increases averaging eight 
per cent retroactive to July 1 in their 
November 30 paycheques. Some merit and 
progression adjustments will also be 
included, retroactively. 

In letters to the employees, President Dr. 
Howard Petch said the Board of Governors 
(BOG) had submitted a schedule of salary 
adjustments to Peck on Oct. 18, calling for 
the maximum allowable increase accord¬ 
ing to the BOG interpretation of the Pro¬ 
vincial Compensation Guidelines. 

The BOG had asked for approval of a 
10-per-cent hike in salaries plus progres¬ 
sion and merit adjustments where 
applicable. 

“We were advised by Mr. Peck that our 
compensation plans ‘appear to exceed the 
guidelines’, particularly those portions 
which related to increases in productivity 
under the ‘special circumstances factor’,” 
said Petch. 

“We intend to make further submissions 

to Mr. Peck following consultation with the 
Professional Staff Association and 
Faculty Association with a view to obtain¬ 
ing approval for either our original plan or 
an amended plan.” 

Included in the increase is a lump-sum 
payment which means that salary 
increases are weighted, with those with 
lower salaries receiving a higher percen¬ 
tage increase. 

Dr. Gordon Shrimpton (Classics), presi¬ 
dent of the Faculty Association, said the 
BOG is “doing the best it can” under the 
guidelines. “The amount of the interim 
award looks reasonably secure and they 
are arguing for another two per cent. 


“Maybe we should be ecstatic about the 
increase, but let’s not'forget that we’ve 
been falling behind for years and we’re still 
miles behind where we should be,” he said. 

No official salary negotiations were 
held between the association and the BOG 
this year, since the association has decided 
not to negotiate until the BOG moves on a 
framework agreement to include binding 
arbitration in the event of a breakdown in 
salary negotiations. 

“The association did not see the submis¬ 
sion to Peck nor did it expect to see the 
submission,” said Shrimpton. 

Kim McGowan, assistant to the vice- 
presidents and president of the Profes¬ 
sional Staff Association (PSA), said he was 
disappointed that the BOG chose not to let 
the PSA see the final submission before it 
was sent to Peck. 

“We are attempting to work with the 
administration on a problem-solving basis 
and we might have been able to help to 
make the case for the increase based on 
increased productivity.” 

McGowan said he was “reasonably 
happy” with the result and the fact that 
“the door has not been closed to a further 
increase”. 

He pointed out that this was the first 

year in which there was any consultation 
at all about salary increases with the pro¬ 
fessional staff as a group. “That is a posi¬ 
tive sign and I would like to see the practice 
applied consistently.” 

McGowan said he believes UVic to have 
“the soundest budgeting practices of any 
public institution around here. It is much to 
the university’s credit that even with a 
budget reduction late in the fiscal year, the 
BOG was in a position to propose the maxi¬ 
mum increase allowable under the guide¬ 
lines and still have the ability to pay. 

“That is a demonstration of good plan¬ 
ning on the part of the institution.”

Dr. K. George Pedersen, President 
of Simon Fraser University and 
former vice-president of UVic, will 
become the eighth president of the 
University of British Columbia on 
July 1; 1983. 

Pedersen, 51, will succeed Dr. 
Douglas Kenny, UBC’s president 
since 1975. 

Pedersen joined UVic as Dean of 
Education in 1972. He was named 
academic vice-president at UVic in 
1975, a position he held until 
becoming SFU president in 1979. 

Pedersen is a graduate of UBC, a 
former elementary and secondary 
school teacher and principal in 
North Vancouver and a professor 
and researcher in the field of educa¬ 
tional administration. 

Born in northern Alberta, Dr. 
Pedersen grew up in Chilliwack. 
His wife, Joan and son, Greg, were 
UVic graduates in 1981. 


Ancient Tibetan scroll 
displayed at Maltwood 

Toni Onley, Jack Shadbolt, Myfanwy 
Pavelic and Maxwell Bates meet 1920s Ire¬ 
land and ancient Tibet in a unique exhibit 
being presented in the Maltwood Art 
Museum and Gallery from Nov. 23 to Dec. 
11 . 

The show, consisting of recent Malt¬ 
wood acquisitions and restorations, fea¬ 
tures not only a number of works by 
prominent contemporary artists, but also a 
rare and recently restored Tibetan Tangh- 
ka, or painted religious scroll, and a series 
of prints by Jack Butler Yeats, brother of 
William and the driving force behind Dub¬ 
lin’s Cuala Press. 

The Maltwood Art Museum and Gallery 
in University Centre, is remarkable for the 
diversity of its collection which extends 
from fine oak furniture, early oriental 
ceramics and native works to contempor¬ 
ary paintings and sculpture by noted Can¬ 
adian artists. 

Hours are from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. Monday 
to Friday, and from 12 noon to 4 p.m. Sun¬ 
day. Evening openings are scheduled in 
conjunction with events at the University 
Centre. 


Phase two

expansion of the Campus Services 
Building should be completely fin¬ 
ished within two weeks. 

Phase two of the opening of the 
expanded Bookstore and Campus 
Shop occurs Nov. 23 and 24, with 20 
per cent off all clothing and crested 
items and 10 per cent off all other 
items in the Campus Shop.

Proceeds from the event will provide 
scholarships for outstanding students 
while the audience will hear two of the 
greatest works ever written for solo voices, 
chorus and orchestra—the Mass in B-flat 
Major (“Harmoniemesse”) by Haydn and 
Kodaly’s Te Deum. 

A semi-annual event, the Chorus and 
Orchestra concerts, under the direction of 
Dr. George Corwin (Music), have contrib¬ 
uted substantially to scholarship funds 
since the first performance in 1970. 

Conductor Corwin has chosen to mark 
the 100th anniversary of the birth of Zoltan 
Kodaly and the 250th anniversary of the 
birth of Franz Josef Haydn with the 
concert. 

The Harmoniemesse was the last Mass 
written by Haydn. Sometimes described as

Written in 1936 to honour the 250th 
anniversary of the delivery of Budapest 
from the hands of the Turks, the Te Deum is 
imbued with the spirit of Hungarian folk 
music often found in works by Kodaly. 
These folk elements, however, coalesce 
with the religious elements to create music 
that passes from power to spirituality.

Senate adds 
two deans 

Senate has added two voting members, des¬ 
pite an objection that UVic’s supreme aca¬ 
demic body is becoming top-heavy with 
appointed administrative officials. 

At the Nov. 3 meeting, Senate turned 
down an amendment that would have 
increased its voting membership of 53 
senators by eight, including two additional 
deans, four faculty members and two 
students. 

Instead, Senate approved a motion to 
seat two divisional deans from a revamped 
Faculty of Arts and Science. The Dean of 
Arts and Science is automatically seated 
on Senate. 

Arts and Science is reorganizing its 
internal administrative system, remaining 
one faculty while establishing three div¬ 
isions, each with a separate and equal 
dean. One of the three divisional deans will 
be appointed Dean of Arts and Science, on 
an annual, rotating basis. 

Dr. W.T. Wooley (History) told Senate it 
was “unwise to increase the administrative 
contingent on Senate”. 

He said Senate now has elected repre¬ 
sentatives from faculty, students, librar¬ 
ians and Convocation. “As we add 
appointed members, there is a danger of 
the administrative contingent on Senate 
becoming too large.” 

Wooley said it is difficult for administra¬ 
tors to oppose issues of vital importance to 
senior administration on campus. 

“The pressure is informal but it is 
there,” he said. 

“The Faculty of Arts and Science has 
not been split into three faculties. Why 
should we have the three deans on 
Senate?” 

Dr. Reg Mitchell (Chemistry) said he 
totally disagreed with Wooley. “The deans 
should be present to speak to the policies 
they must carry out,” he said. “Deans are 
not anti-faculty. In fact, they are part of 
us.” 

Several senators said that both Senate 
and the Faculty of Arts and Science would 
benefit from having the three divisional 
deans seated. 

The decision to seat the two divisional 
deans came after Senate defeated an 
amendment calling for the addition of four 
faculty members and two students from 
Arts and Science as well as the deans. 

Senate also approved procedures for 
selecting the three divisional deans. These 
procedures must be approved by the Board 
of Governors. 

With the addition of the deans, Senate 
will have 55 voting members including 13 
ex-officia members. These include the pres¬ 
ident, academic vice-president, chancellor, 
eight deans, the chief librarian and the 
director of Extension. 

Those elected to Senate include 22 
faculty members, 12 students, four 
members of the Convocation and one 
member of the professional librarian staff. 
There are also three Senate members 
appointed by the provincial government. 


“We want this to be a university-wide 
project that will demonstrate that UVic 
cares about its students and their financial 
problems,” said Birch-Jones. “Support has 
been enthusiastic but we can use more help 
and a lot more donations.” 

The crisis gift fund will provide funds to 
students for specific emergencies. It will be 
administered through the association and 
the Student Financial Aid office on 
campus. 

“The establishment of such a fund will 
help cut through red tape quickly for stu¬ 
dents needing financial aid on a personal- 
distress basis,” explained association 
president Wesley Black. “We want to be 
able to provide a cheque quickly in an 
emergency.” 

Doors will open for the sale at 1 p.m. Dec. 
4 and close at 6 p.m. The sale will begin 
again at 2 p.m. Dec. 5, following the Kaleid¬ 
oscope performance, closing at about 4:30 
p.m.

Donations needed for big garage sale 
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Canadian historian and TRIUMF pioneer honored 
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Richardson: his work emulated around the world

A historian and a physicist, recognized for outstandir 
scholarly achievements and exceptional contribution 
to Canadian history and science, will receive honorary 
degrees from UVic at Fall Convocation ceremonies Nov. 
27. 

Historian Dr. J. Maurice S. Careless of the University 
of Toronto and physicist Dr. J. Reginald Richardson of 
the University of California at Los Angeles, a pioneer in 
cyclotron development, will both be at UVic to receive 
honorary degrees at ceremonies beginning at 2:00 p.m. 
in the Auditorium of the University Centre. 

During the ceremonies, degrees will also be conferred 
upon 335 UVic undergraduates from all faculties and 
117 students from graduate schools. 

One of Canada's foremost historians, Careless, 63, 
was born in Toronto and educated at the University of 
Toronto Schools, the University of Toronto and Harvard 
University. For two^generations of Canadians he has 
been a popular principal interpreter of this country's 
past. His textbooks, his biography of George Brown, his 
writings on metropolitanism and his historiographical 
articles have transformed the study of Canadian history 
and been widely recognized by historians and literary 
critics. . 


During World War Two Careless served at Royal Can¬ 
adian Navy Headquarters in Ottawa and with the 
Department of External Affairs. In 1945 he joined the 
History Department at the University of Toronto, where 
he has served as chairman of the department. 

Careless is a Fellow of the Royal Society of Canada, 
Officer of the Order of Canada and, since 1977, has been 
University Professor at U of T. He has twice received the 
Governor General’s Award for Non-Fiction, and has 
been awarded the Tyrrell Medal of the Royal Society of 
Canada, the University of British Columbia Medal for 
Biography, and the Cruikshank Medal of the Ontario 
Historical Society. 

He has held the Rockefeller Award to Cambridge Uni¬ 
versity, the Carnegie Award to Australian Universities, 
and the Senior Research Fellowship to Australian 
National University, Canberra. During 1968-69, he was 
a visiting professor at UVic. 

Careless has worked tirelessly to present historical 
perspectives to the public. He has served govenments, 
museums, the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation and 
the National Film Board, and presented historical talks 
to universities in different countries and to community 
groups from Kamloops to St. John’s. He has contributed 
his time to the development of Historic Sites monuments 
across Canada and since 1980 has served as chairman of 
the Historic Sites and Monuments Board of Canada. 

At UVic he will be presented with the title and degree 
of Honorary Doctor of Letters. 

Richardson, 70, Professor of Physics at the Univer¬ 
sity of California at Los Angeles, will receive the degree 
of Honorary Doctor of Science. 

Born in Edmonton, Alberta, he moved to British 
Columbia at an early age and received his early educa¬ 
tion in this province. Throughout his academic career 
his work has been at the highest international level of 
excellence and he is recognized as the world leader in 
cyclotron innovation. 

At Berkeley University in 1945 Richardson suggested 
the concept of the synchrocyclotron, the nuclear acceler¬ 
ator which produces high energy beams used in the 
detailed study of the basic building blocks of matter. He 
led the group which built and operated the first one, and 
his subsequent work in cyclotron development has been 
emulated around the world. It culminated in the con¬ 
struction of TRIUMF, the meson factory operated by 
UVic, Simon Fraser University/ the University of 
Alberta and the University of B.C. on the UBC campus 

TRIUMF was the first nuclear accelerator in Canada 
with a proton beam of sufficient energy to produce secon¬ 
dary nuclear particles called mesons which are used at 
the site for research into nuclear physics, nuclear chem¬ 
istry and radiotherapy. 

The concept for TRIUMF was developed by Richard¬ 
son on Galiano Island, where he has spent part of almost

every year throughout his career. 

Richardson guided and assisted in the design of TRI¬ 
UMF and was its director during the crucial five-year 
construction and commissioning period from 1971-76. 
He personally tuned the cyclotron when it first went into 
operation and has since contributed ideas and developed 
techniques which make it possible to boost TRIUMF’s 
energy thirty-fold. 

In addition to his accelerator work, Richardson has 
made important contributions to fundamental physics, 
and has published approximately 100 papers in profes¬ 
sional journals. His research findings include the discov¬ 
ery, with his students, of a number of new radioactive 
isotopes and the investigation of their properties, the 
first measurement of the lifetime of the pi meson, and 
many measurements of the nucleon-nucleon interaction. 

He is now a visiting scientist and consultant at TRI¬ 
UMF, and has served at various times as consultant to 
Lawrence Berkeley Laboratory, Lawrence Livermore 
Laboratory, Oak Ridge National Laboratory, Brook- 
haven National Laboratory, University of Indiana, U.S. 
Atomic Energy Commission, and the U.S. National 
Science Foundation. 


When birds sing f he hears accents

Canadians from different parts of the coun¬ 
try may have regional accents but so do 
most songbirds, according to Dr. Edward 
(Ted) Miller, curator of the Vertebrate Zool¬ 
ogy Division at the Provincial Museum. 

Miller took over the post of curator in 
September of 1980 and is an adjunct 
faculty member in UVic's Biology 
Department. 


“Song sparrows or warblers from Onta¬ 
rio generally sound different or have a dif¬ 
ferent ‘accent’ than the same species in 
British Columbia,” says Miller. “They 
learn their accents from parents and neigh¬ 
bors. It appears that almost all songbirds 
learn their songs in this way.” 

On the other hand, the long-legged, 
long-billed species known as shorebirds 
have none or very little of this ability, says 
Miller. Their songs are largely innate or 


genetic. “An upland sandpiper sounds vir¬ 
tually the same whether it lives in New 
York, the Yukon or Alaska.” 

Acoustic signals or songs are therefore a 
good indicator of genetic relationships 
between such species and studying their 
songs contributes to proper evolutionary 
classification. 

For example, it is difficult to distinguish 
the short-billed dowitcher, a shorebird 
breeding in northern B.C., from the long¬ 
billed dowitcher which resides mostly in 
Siberia and Alaska by their plumed 
appearance, explains Miller. “Yet they 
have very different nuptial songs and these 
differences are very striking when the 
songs are recorded, analyzed and depicted 
on sonagrams. 

“Sonagrams show a visual pattern of 
the song somewhat as an electrocardia- 
gram records heartbeat patterns.” Techni¬ 
cal equipment which Miller uses for sound 
analysis has been provided by the Friends 
of the B.C. Provincial Museum. 

Miller is involved in a research project 
with noted ornithologist Dr. W.W.H. Gunn 
(who is also the recordist for the popular 
television series The Nature of Things) and 
Dr. J.P. Myers of the Philadelphia 
Academy of Natural Sciences. 

The three men are studying shorebirds 
from many areas including Siberia and 
Finland. By analyzing the acoustic signals 
of songs of these birds, the proper evolu¬ 
tionary classification of the species is 
refined. 

It is a study which takes time and 
patience. 

Miller is also working with Henri 
Ouellet of the National Museum in Ottawa 


studying the upland sandpiper. This shore- 
bird breeds from New York to Alaska and 
Miller has studied the species in Manitoba 
and the Yukon. He plans to do further 
research on it in the Peace River area of 
B.C. 

With two graduate students at UVic, 
Marie-Aude Coleman and Margaret Purdy, 
Miller is also working under a three-year 
Natural Sciences and Engineering 
Research Council (NSERC) grant on a* 
study of the social behavior of oyster 
catchers. 

This large black shorebird with a bright 
orange bill is a conspicuous inhabitant of 
rocky coasts from Baja California to 
Alaska. Miller’s students are studying the 
oyster catchers on Cleland Island, off 
Tofino. 

One aspect being studied is parental 
roles or how male and female divide 
responsibilities. Males appear to be more 
involved than females in the classic roles of 
territorial defence and repelling invaders. 
Oyster catchers are long-lived birds. Their 
life span is about 20 years and they proba¬ 
bly mate for life. The Cleland Island oyster 
catcher leaves the exposed island in the 
winter for Tofino. 

In the spring the birds return to the 
island breeding ground. They are unusual 
shorebirds in that the parents feed the 
young. Most shorebirds feed themselves as 
soon as they are out of the shell. 

Cannon netting is the method Purdy 
uses to catch the shorebirds for study. A big * 
net is shot out of two cannons” over a 
flock of birds. The birds are then banded for 
identification, measured, examined and 
released.
